MONEY MARKET AND COMMERCIAL

The 
sycle of its higher existence may be completed, and it 
may be destined to take new ard ignoble shapes, but 
without the poor happiness of forgetting its former 
nature, The venality of Washington, the turbulence of 
Melbourne, and the impotence of Paris and Madrid, 
may be diepiared at Westminster in an assembly of 
wediocritics scarcely distinguishable from a St. Pancras 
vestry. 

This terror among members is, perhaps, the just re- 
tribution for years of insincerity on the hustings and 
levity ta the House. But, in our opinion, the fears of 
impending danger are as grouniless as the prophecies 
of improvement which were lodulged in when this bill 
emed yet distant. We cannot admit that Mr. Gre- 
gory’s brilliant speech has any practical relation to the 
state of England, present or future. It was a clever 
exercitation, a happy exposure of the defects of a 
neighbouring country, a well-arranged collection of facts 
conceruing the working of institutions which are net 
ours, in 4 land as unlike ours as possible; but it was not 
a speech which should frighten us, any more than the 
orations of Mr. Bright ahould encourage us. Address it 
to the Savoyards, who have despotiem by unt.

PRUSSIA. 

Brain, 6.—In yesterday's sitting of the Chamber of 
Deputies, the Minister of Finance, in introducing two 
projects of law, with the view of obtaining from the 
Chamber a grant of extraordinary supplies for military 
purposes, said by these measures the provisional condi- 
tion of the army, after the mobilisation of last year, is 
to be maintained. The Executive requires a credit of 
3.000, 000 thalers for the Minister of War, from May 
ist, 1860, to June 30th, 1861.

PRACTICYF. 

At the sitting of the court, Mr. Justice O'Brien stated he 
had communicated with the Lord Chief Justice with respect 
to the practice which very much prevailed of solicitors fur di- 
fendants in suits pending in court, receiving issues and not re- 
turning them, or signifying essent or dissent, the result of 
whieh, frequently was, that their clients were put to the 
costs of the motion which the plaintiff had to make in order 
to settle the issues, The court had de(crmined that in every 
ease in which the issues were not returned, the defendant's 
attorney would be personally fixed with the costs, unless he 
gave a very clear and satisfactory explanation. 

‘Lhe Chief Justice said, the words of the statute were quite 
general to give jurisdiction to the court to compel the a- 
torncy to pay the costs in such cases. The words of the 
statute were, The judge shall make such order regarding 
the costs as to him shali appear fit.” 

HABEAS CUKPUSB, 
The Queen v. Pat. Leonard. 
In this ease Mr. Dove moved for a writ o! hobeas corpus to 
be directed to the governcr of the jail of Enniskillen, to bring 
p the body of the prisoner, Pat. Leonard, at present detained 
in his custody under a warrant issued by Mr. Butler, R. M.

Subsequently an application was made to Mr. Butler, 
resi‘ent magi-trate, who ivsued a warrant, under which 
he prison-r was to be detained in custody until the 7th May, 
unless in the meantime he made an ora ton or gave bail 
for his appearance, Counsel, in 1 of bis application, 
contended that this warrant was clearly in exces« of juris- 
diction, the statate merely providing for the issuing of a 
warrant to bring a party before the court to make him give 
evidence. The object of the present motion was to liberate 
the prisoner.

‘Lhe plaintiff, when the trial of the ejectment came on, „h- 
tained a dismiss without prejudice, on some technical ground
